FIFTY-FIRST 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

Year  Ended  31st  December,  1944 


In  submitting-  the  Report  of  the  Hospital’s  work  for  the  year  1944, 
the  Committee  of  Management  would  wish  in  the  first  place  to 
put  on  record  its  grateful  thanks -to  the  Subscribers,  Donors,  and 
all  kind  friends  for  their  financial  support  and  gifts  of  various 
nature. 

This  support  is  a  great  encouragement  to  the  Committee  in  its 
work  of  carrying  on  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  in  these  very 
critical  times. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Wards  shows  a 
decrease  on  that  for  the  preceding  year,  but  this  is  due  to  the 
instructions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  May,  to 
restrict  admissions  to  emergency  cases  only  :  this  restriction  was 
not  removed  until  the  early  days  of  August. 

The  launching  by  the  enemy  of  a  new  type  of  aerial  attack  was 
also  a  contributing  factor  causing  evacuation  from  the  district, 
which  affected  the  numbers  attending  the  Outpatient  Department, 
where  a  reduction  is  also  shown. 

Subsequently  the  Committee  was  very  pleased  to  receive  a 
letter  from  the  Minister  of  Health  conveying  his  thanks  to  the 
Staff,  Nurses  and  others  for  their  services  in  the  recent  pilotless 
bomb  attacks. 

During  the  period  of  these  attacks  a  visit  was  received  from 
Colonel  S.  Whitworth  Jones  and  Colonel  S.  G.  Wallis.  The  object 
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of  their  visit  was  to  ascertain  the.  arrangements  made  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  of  casualties,  and  the  Committee  is  pleased  to  state  that  they 
expressed  their  full  appreciation  of  all  we  had  done. 

The  holding  of  the  Annual  Governors’  Day  was  for  various 
and  understandable  reasons  postponed. 

On  the  11th  of  October  the  Committee  was  pleased  to  be 
honoured  by  a  visit  from  the  Rt.  Hon.  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London, 
Sir  Frank  Newson  Smith,  and  his  daughter,  accompanied  by  His 
Worship  the  Mayor  of  West  Ham  (Alderman  J.  Doherty,  J.P.) 
with  the  Mayoress  and  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  C.  E.  Cranfield). 

During  his  visit  the  Lord  Mayor,  as  Admiral  of  the  Port, 
very  kindly  unveiled  the  Bed  for  the  Transport  and  General 
Workers’  Union,  endowed  in  this  Hospital  in  recognition  of 
the  splendid  work  of  the  Dockers  and  Stevedores  throughout  the 
whole  progress  of  the  War,  at  home  and  abroad,  so  many  of  these 
men  having  their  homes  in  this  district.  The  Right  Revd.  The 
Lord  Bishop  of  Barking,  D.D.,  dedicated  the  Bed.  Apart  from 
members  of  the  Committee  who  were  present,  Alderman  J.  T. 
Scoulding,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Charles  Brandon,  Secretary  of  the 
Transport  and  General  Workers’  Union,  were  also  present,  and 
expressed  their  thanks  to  all  subscribers  and  to  the  Hospital  for 
honouring  that  section  of  their  membership  in  this  thoughtful  way. 

The  Annual  Church  Service  attended  by  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Nursing  Staff  was  held  at  St.  Mary’s  Church  on 
the  3rd  of  September  when  the  Revd.  B.  A.  Wilson,  B.A.,  acting 
temporarily  as  Hon.  Chaplain  to  the  Hospital,  by  request  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  conducted  the  service  and  preached 
the  sermon. 

Our  Chairman,  Mr.  John  Weir,  had  the  compliment  paid  him 
of  being  invited  to  give  the  Annual  Address  to  the  members  of 
East  London  Hospitals  Saving  Association,  on  Hospital  Sunday, 
which  he  duly  delivered  on  the  11th  of  June  to  a  crowded  audience 
presided  over  by  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Binks,  at  Central  Hall,  East 
Ham,  supported  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Buzzacott,  Secretary,  Eastern 
Branch  of  H.S.A. 

The  Annual  Appeal  for  funds  was  issued  in  July  by  the  Revd. 
R.  Stafford  Morris,  M.A.  (Vicar  of  West  Ham,  Rural  Dean  and 
Trustee  of  the  Hospital)  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Stewards, 
Members  of  the  Committee,  etc.,  has  proved  highly  successful,  a 
sum  of  £2,883  being  raised. 

The  Committee’s  unanimous  thanks  are  hereby  recorded  to 
him  and  to  all  helpers  and  contributors’  for  this  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  result. 

Each  Trustee  of  this  Charity  has  now  rendered  similar  service 
by  making  Appeals,  resulting  in  appreciable  amounts  being  raised 
to  swell  the  Income  of  the  Hospital. 

In  connection  with  these  Annual  Appeals,  with  which  in 
former  years,  was  associated  the  Annual  Dinner  and  Dance,  the 
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Committee  records  with  sincere  regrets  the  resignation  of  Mr 
W.  G.  Inglis,  as  Chairman  of  the  Appeal  Committee, 

owing  to  Government  calls  on  his  services,  and  adds  the  members’ 
full  appreciation  of  his  advice  and  co-operation  in  this  particular 
activity  of  the  Hospital’s  work.  He  is  succeeded  in  this  office  by 
Councillor  Malcolm  Galbraith,  L.C.P.,  who  carries  with  him  the 
Committee’s  best  wishes  for  his  success  in  the  future. 

The  Revd.  Sidney  Powley,  F.Ph.S.,  who  by  virtue  of  his 
appointment  as  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Plaistow,  becomes  a 
Trustee  of  the  Hospital,  was  unanimously  appointed  as  Honorary 
Chaplain  in  succession  to  the  late  Revd.  Donald  Claude  Tibben- 
ham,  M.A.

In  connection  with  the  London  Hospitals’  Street  Collection 
the  activities  of  the  Hospital’s  Collectors  were  greatly  increased 
through  the  Matron’s  Appeal  and  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Mr. 
S.  Rose  for  his  personal  support. 

The  York  Cot  Funds  are  still  generously  and  consistently 
supported  by  its  numerous  contributors  and  the  Committee  con¬ 
gratulates  them  and  their  Collector,  Miss  Eunice  Davis,  on  the 
total  attained  during  the  year. 

On  the  Expenditure  side  constant  care  has  been  given  to  con¬ 
sumption,  but  owing  to  Government  Control  of  prices  much  of  i  lie 
expense  is  beyond  the  Committee’s  decision. 

As  an  example  the  Hospital  had  to  adopt  the  Hetherington 
Report  on  Domestic  Wages  and  Hours.  It  will  be  recollected  that 
last  year’s  Report  intimated  our  adoption  of  the  Rushcliffe  Scale 
for  Nurses’  Salaries.  These  points  are  mentioned  to  show  that 
cost  of  maintenance  is  on  the  up-grade  and  the  consequent  need 
for  increased  Income  if  the  work  is  to  be  carried  on  efficiently. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  War  practically  nothing  has  been  done 
with  regard  to  repairs  and  cleaning  and  distempering  inside  the 
Hospital  etc.,  but  during  the  year  the  urgency  of  this  work  became 
acute,  so  the  Committee  approached  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
their  official  permission,  which  was  granted  on  a  reduced  scale  for 
dealing  with  the  Nurses’  Home  and  the  Wards.  This  work  has 
now  been  carried  out  and  consequently  the  total  expenses  incurred 
for  last  year  show  a  big  increase. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  the  Medical 
Staff,  and  the  following  members  were  still  serving  with  His 
Majesty’s  Forces  abroad: —

On  the  Administrative  side,  we  have  pleasure  in  stating  that 
Mr.  J.  W.  New  has  accepted  the  office  of  Deputy  Honorary 
Treasurer. 

A  happ}  interlude  in  our  work-a-day  life  was  the  visit  on  the 
23rd  of  November  of  Dr.  J.  Luns  from  the  Secretariat  of  the  Royal 
Netherlands  Embassy,  London,  as  representative  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands  Ambassador  (His  Excellency  E.  Michiels  van  Verduynen). 

The  object  of  this  official  visit  was  to  hand  over  a  very  hand¬ 
some  Chair  for  the  new  Board  Room,  the  personal  Gift  of  Her 
Majesty  The  Queen  of  the  Netherlands,  who  chose  this  practical 
way  of  showing  Her  interest  in  our  welfare,  ,  and  as  “a  Token  of 
Her  admiration  for  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Matron  and  tl-e 
Staff  of  the  Hospital  under  most  difficult  conditions.”  (A  full 
report  of  the  proceedings  will  be  found  on  pages  51  and  52.) 
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The  arrangements  made  with  the  West  Ham  Council  for  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Kitchen  in  connection  with  the  Lectures  on 
Invalid  Cookery  for  the  Nurses  of  this  and  other  Hospitals  has 
been  continued  throughout  the  year. 

t  hrough  the  kindness  of  friends  interested  in  the  activities  of 
the  Hospital  who  sent  monetary  gifts  as  well  as  donations  in  kind 
the  Matron  was  able  to  arrange  that  all  patients  and  members  of 
the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs  had  extra  fare  throughout  the 
Christmas  Festivities.  The  Nurses  entertained  the  patients  with 
Carol  Singing  and  a  Concert  with  Play  which  was  thoroughly 
enjoyed.  Friends  and  relatives  or  the  Patients  were  also  enter¬ 
tained  to  tea  on  Christmas  Day  and  Boxing  Day. 

The  members  would  like  to  place  on  record  their  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  for  the  time  and  trouble  he  personally  took  in  extracting 
from  the  accounts  a  ten  years’  record  of  Income  and  Expenditure 
and  his  explanations  for  the  variations  in  the  figures  from  time  to 
time,  which  he  hoped  would  be  of  help  to  them  in  checking  expen¬ 
diture  and  increasing  Income  in  those  directions  where  it  was  felt 
appeals  for  support  might  be  made  with  advantage. 

The  Nurses’  and  Patients’  Diet  is  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  through  the  Matron  and  her  assistants  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  and  assisted  by  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  but  in 
these  days  of  rationing  it  is  difficult  to  provide  much  appetizing 
variety. 

In  connection  with  this  question  Dr.  Rossdale,  Honorary 
Physician,  has  kindly  undertaken  to  report  from  time  to  time  on 
the  general  condition  of  the  Nurses’  health. 

The  members  have  continued  to  keep  in  touch  with  outside 
Bodies  in  the  consideration  of  the  various  questions  of  Public 
Health  Services,  Co-ordination  of  Hospital  Services  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  Government  and  Municipal  Authorities. 

The  Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Alderman  Mrs.  C.  C.  Chisholm,  J.P.  (Secretary,  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Harrison),  have  continued  the  work  of  their  organization,  but  their 
activities  have  been  restricted  by  the  black-out  and  the  anxiety  of 
the  aerial  bombardment. 

As  in  the  case  of  Industrial  concerns  it  would  only  be  wise  and 
prudent  for  us  to  review  our  position  as  an  Institution  now  and 
again,  to  “take  stock”  periodically,  as  it  were,  to  enable  us  to 
steer  a  clear  course,  in  accordance  with  our  Ordinances  which  differ 
in  some  respects  from  other  Charitable  foundations.  This  is  more 
than  ever  necessary  at  the  present  juncture,  with  Government  and 
Municipal  regulations  impending  for  surveillance  of  National 
needs.  We  are  not  alone  in  this  ;  we  realize  that  we  are  all  inter¬ 
dependent,  established  for  the  amelioration  of  sickness  and  suffer¬ 
ing  among  those  who  have  claims  upon  us.  As  a  Voluntary 
Hospital  now  over  half  a  century  old,  with  a  good  record  of 
continuous  service  and  blessing  to  many  poor  families,  we  are 
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willing-  to  co-operate  with  others  in  the  County  Boroug-h  of  West 
Ham,  to  play  our  part  in  all  Medical,  Surgical  and  Nursing  ser¬ 
vices  that  may  be  promulgated  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  so 
fa**  as  lies  in  our  power.  Nevertheless,  as  a  “Voluntary  Hospital,” 
dependent  for  our  Income  upon  subscriptions  and  donations  from 
the  Charitably-minded  Public,  together  with  grants-in-aid  from 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  and  other  organized  Bodies  like  the 
Hospital  Saving  Association,  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  Hospital 
Saturday  Fund,  Queen  Alexandra  Day  Fund,  etc.,  it  behoves  us 
to  protect  and  to  keep  a  close  watch  upon  our  very  own  property. 
Inspection  of  our  Balance  Sheet  will  show  that  Buildings  and 
Equipment  stand  at  £102,746  and  our  Hospital  Endowments 
(invested  under  the  control  of  the  Charity  Commissioners)  at 
£26,650 — a  total  of  £129,396  together  with  a  very  valuable  site, 
admirably  chosen  for  the  purposes  of  the  Hospital,  thanks  to  the 
foresight  of  the  Founder,  the  Revd.  Thomas  Given-Wilson,  M.A., 

'  in  1888.  It  is  a  duty  to  his  memory  and  to  all  subscribers  that  we 
take  all  necessary  steps  to  safeguard  our  interests.  As  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  we  must  of  course  look  primarily  to  the 
Trustees  for  guidance  and  leadership  and  direction  in  this  regard. 
Meanwhile,  the  Trustees  have  appointed  the  Rev.  R.  Stafford 
Morris,  M.A.  (Rural  Dean  of  West  Ham),  and  Mr.  John  Weir  as 
their  representatives  on  the  newly  set  up  Joint  Committee  for 
Co-ordination  of  Hospital  Services  within  the  County  Borough  of 
West  Ham. 

It  may  interest  our  supporters  to  learn  that  our  decision  to 
keep  close  together  as  a  General  Committee  during  the  War  for 
efficient  administration  of  our  Hospital’s  affairs  has  proved  to  be 
justified  because  so  many  situations  arise  in  the  course  of  the  year 
calling  for  quick  settlement.  Our  policy  of  remitting  special 
matters  to  special  Sub-committees  for  consideration  and  report  to 
the  Management  Committee  for  their  ultimate  ratification  has 
proved  very  helpful,  “devolution  of  work”  we  call  it,  to  secure 
expert  opinion  from  among  our  members,  to  save  time,  to  spread 
the  responsibility  and  create  and  maintain  interest  in  our  affairs. 
It  is  only  fair  and  proper  and  not  invidious  that  the  thanks  of  all  of 
us  should  be  tendered  in  this  Annual  Report  of  our  doings  to  the 
several  Conveners  of  these  Sub-committees,  who  give  of  their  time 
and  talents  to  the  successful  working  and  maintenance  of  this 
Charity  for  behoof  of  the  sick  poor  having  claims  upon  us,  viz.  : 
Mr.  William  Sharpless  (House  Committee) ;  Mr.  S.  G.  T.  Millo 
(Finance) ;  Mr.  Arthur  Foster  (Building) ;  Councillor  Malcolm 
Galbraith  (Appeals);  Alderman  Mrs.  C.  C.  Chisholm,  J.P.,  E.C.C. 
(Vice-chairman  Management  Committee  and  Chairman  Ladies’ 
Aid  Committee) ;  with  special  mention  of  Mr.  F.  McG.  Loughnane, 
F.R.C.S.  (Medical),  for  his  close  attention  weekly  to  his  all- 
important  Department.  An  examination  of  our  Statistical  Tables 
will  prove  that  the  respective  Heads  of  our  paid  Staff  must  have 
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worked  conscientiously  and  well,  despite  all  difficulties  brought 
about  by  the  War,  and  they  in  particular  measure  deserve  our 
gratitude.  So  also  with  our\  Honorary  Medical  Visiting  and  Con¬ 
sulting  Staffs,  to  whom  we  offer  our  grateful  appreciation  through 
the  medium  of  this  Annual  Report — not  only  our  acknowledg¬ 
ment  as  a  Committee,  but  on  behalf  of  their  several  numerous 
patients. 

OBITUARY 

We  suffered  a  grievous  loss  by  the  death  of  our  highly- 
esteemed  Honorary  Chaplain,  the  Revd.  Donald  Claude  Tibben- 
ham,  M.A.,  which  sad  event  took  place  at  High  Beach,  Loughton, 
on  the  9th  of  April,  and  he  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  beautiful  little 
churchyard  there  in  the  heart  of  the  Epping  Forest,  the  Bishop  of 
Barking,  D.D.,  conducting  both  the  Funeral  Service  at  St.  Mary’s 
Church,  Plaistow,  and  the  Committal  Service  at  the  graveside.  The 
late  Vicar  had  administered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Nursing 
Staff  and  the  Patients,  from  1929  with  much  acceptance,  and  he 
was  also  unremitting  in  his  attendance  at  our  business  meetings. 
A  Memorial  Service  was  held  on  the  16th  of  April  at  St.  Mary’s 
Church  conducted  by  the  Revd.  R.  Stafford  Morris,  M.A.,  Rural 
Dean  of  West  Ham. 

It  was  not  long  thereafter  that  we  were  called  upon  to  mourn 
the  loss  of  his  Churchwarden,  Mr.  J  W.  Cory,  who  died  at  Exeter 
on  the  10th  of  May  after  several  months  of  failing  health.  He  too 
had  been  a  faithful  and  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital ;  being 
a  local  man  who  could  recall  the  laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone 
of  the  hospital  when  a  Choir  Boy' in  St.  Mary’s  Church.  He  and 
his  late  wife  were  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  good  of 
*  the  charity — all  honour  to  their  memory. 

The  Revd.  Canon  A.  J.  Parry,  A.K.'C.,  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  many  years,  died  on  the  29th  of  December.  He  conducted 
several  services  in  his  Church,  St.  Peter’s,  Upton  Cross,  E.7,  on 
behalf  of  the  Hospital,  notably  the  Masonic  Service  held  on  the 
31st  of  January,  1932,  attended  by  representatives  of  many 
Masonic  Lodges  connected  with  the  East  End  of  London,  when 
the  address  was  delivered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  the  late  Revd.  Lord  Blythswood. 

Canon  Parry  was  always  a  zealous  advocate  of  the  Hospital’s 
needs,  and  the  Committee’s  sympathies  were  conveyed  to  him 
and  his  wife  on  the  occasions  of  the  deaths  of  two  of  their  sons  in 
this  War. 

After  a  long  illness  the  death  of  Mrs.  John  Weir,  wife  of  the 
Chairman,  occurred  on  the  18th  of  December.  She  did  not  long 
survive  her  sister  Mrs.  J.  A.  D.  Stevenson,  who  died  on  the  10th  of 
November.  Mrs.  Weir  and  her  sister  were  very  consistent  and 
ardent  supporters  of  the  Hospital  since  the  Chairman’s  appoint¬ 
ment  in  March,  1921,  and  their  active  services  amongst  their 
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friends  will  be  a  great  loss  to  the  Hospital  and  its  Chairman,  to 
whom  the  Committee  extend  their  deepest  sympathy. 

At  the  end  of  December  the  Committee  heard  with  sincere 
regret  of  the  serious  illness  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Clark,  of  Ripley  Grange, 
Loughton.  His  death  occurred  on  the  1st  of  January,  1945.  The 
late  Mr.  Clark  took  a  very  deep  interest  in  this  and  many  other 
Hospitals  and  his  weekly  supply  of  vegetables  from  his  gardens  to 
these  many  Hospitals  will  be  a  serious  financial  loss  to  those  con¬ 
cerned.  His  widow  is  at  present  carrying  on  his  benefactions  in 

this  direction.  . 

The  death  of  another  voluntary  worker,  that  of  Mrs.  Catherine 

E.  Wilkes,  occurred  after  a  short  illness  on  the  15th  of  January, 

1944.  , 

Mrs.  Wilkes  was  interested  in  hospital  work  from  an  early 

age,  having  commenced  her  career  at  the  Children’s  Hospital,  St. 
Michaels  Hill,  Bristol,  under  her  cunt  who  was  then  Matron  there. 
On  her  marriage  she  came  to  Plaistow  and  took  a  deep  interest  in 
her  husband’s  activities,  and  assisted  him  for  many  years  in  the 
work  connected  with  the  Annual  Festival  Dinners.  Apart  from 
this  she  was  for  seven  years  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Ladies’ 
Aid  Committee,  a'nd  only  gave  up  this  position  on  account  of  her 

health. 

Her  activities  were  greatly  appreciated  by  her  lady  colleagues, 
who  to  mark  their  recognition  of  work  well  perfoi  med  have  con¬ 
tributed  £100  to  endow  a  bed  in  her  memory.  •

July,  1944. 


Dear  Sir  or  Madam, 

In  the  fifth  year  of  this  World  War,  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children, 
Plaistow,  E.13,  sends  out  its  Annual  Appeal  for  Funds  to  carry 
on  its  humane  work. 

Ours  is  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  situate  in  one  of  the  most 
heavily  bombed  Boroughs  in  England  (West  Ham),  and  its  work 
is  carried  on  in  the  midst  of  the  teeming  population  of  one  of  the 
poorest  parts  of  East  London.  For  over  fifty  years  now,  the 
Hospital  has  ministered  to  the  sick  women  and  children  of 
Plaistow  and  District,  and  as  Vicar  and  Rural  Dean  of  West  Ham 
I  can  testify  that  it  has  done  devoted  service  in  alleviating  the  pain 
and  suffering  so  often  attendant  upon  the  circumstances  in  which 
the  poorer  class  of  our  working  people  are  forced  to  live. 

During  the  war  years,  in  common  with  all  Institutions  of  its 
kind,  the  Hospital  has  taken  its  part,  and  will  always  be  ready 
to  do  so  in  ministering  to  the  suffering  and  distress  caused  by  the 
bombing  of  our  City  and  the  contingencies  attendant  upon  war 
conditions.  It  must  be  a  comfort  to  the  men  away  from  home 
engaged  on  National  Service  to  know  that  their  women-folk  an,d 
their  little  children  can  be  brought  to  a  place  like  “  St.  Mary’s 
in  their  time  of  trouble. 

The  increased  financial  anxieties  of  the  present  time  which 
the  Committee  has  to  face,  so  that  the  efficient  work  of  the  Hospital 
may  be  maintained,  will,  I  am  sure,  be  generally  realised.  We 
appeal  to  all  charitably-minded  people  who  know  what  a  Hospital 
means,  especially  to  poor  people,  to  help  us  to  continue  this  humane 
service  to  the  women  and  children  of  this  part  of  London.

A  ROYAL  GIFT  FOR  HOSPITAL 

'  NETHERLAND  QUEEN’S  ADMIRATION 

• 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management  of  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Plaistow,  on  Thursday  last,  was  marked  by  a  visit  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Royal  Netherland  Embassy,  Dr.  J.  Luns,  who  brought  with  him  a 
chair,  chosen  by  Queen  Wilhelmina  of  the  Netherlands,  as  a  token  of  her 
admiration  for  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Matron  and  the  Staff  of  the 
Hospital,  under  most  difficult  conditions. 

The  gift  is  to  be  placed  in  the  board  room,  where  chairmen  of  meetings 
held  there  will  occupy  it. 

In  making  the  presentation  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
Management  (Mr.  John  Weir,  J.P.),  Dr.  Luns,  who,  although  Dutch,  speaks 
the  English  language  fluently,  briefly  recalled  the  dark  days  Britain  had 
passed  through,  and  said  hoW  glad  he  was  that  at  last  light  seemed  to  be 
shining.  He  realised  how  great  was  the  work  of  the  hospital,  and  had  great 
admiration  for  it.  Many  lives  had  been  lost  in  this  battle,  but  many  had 
been  saved  by  prompt  medical  assistance.  He  felt  that  he  was  speaking  for 
all  his  countrymen  when  he  said  he  hoped  that  the  great  admiration  and 
friendship  they  felt  for  the  British  would  last  for  many  generations. 

Ray  of  Sunshine 

Mr.  Weir,  thanking  him,  said  they  felt  honoured  to  have  a  direct 
representative  of  the  Queen  of  the  Netherlands  with  them,  and  they  regarded 
this  as  a  true  mark  of  royal  favour.  ‘  We  at  St.  Mary’s  feel  very  happy 
in  the  enjoyment  of  Royal  notice  and  patronage  from  three  Queens,’  he 
said.  ‘  Our  much  revered  Patroness,  Queen  Mary,  our  own  Queen,  who 
honoured  us  with  a  visit  in  July,  1940,.  and  now  by  Her  Majesty  Queen 
Wilhelmina.  Such  Queenly  interest  in  our  welfare  is  a  great  encourage¬ 
ment  to  all  of  us  in  our  work  of  healing  the  sick  women  and  children  of  this 
densely  populated  district,  and  it  must  certainly  be  a  ray  of  sunshine  in  a 
somewhat  darkened  world  to  the  Matron  and  her  helpers.  It  is  uplifting  to 
know  and  realise  that  our  Royal  families  are  constantly  thinking  of  their 
subjects  and  their  trials  and  afflictions  in  these  trying  days.  We  shall  always 
treasure  this  gift,  and  it  will  be  one  of  our  most  valued  possessions.’ 

Alderman  (Mrs.)  C.  C.  Chisholm,  J.P.,  vice-chairman  of  the  Committee, 
said  that  the  hospital  had  been  in  the  front  line  of  battle  all  the  time,  and 
such  recognitions  of  the  services  rendered  was  very  gratifying.  She  hoped 
that  in  post-war  days  people  from  Holland  would  be  able  to  visit  English 
hospitals  and  vice  versa.  She  hoped  that  they  would  exchange  ideas  and 
thus  strengthen  the  friendship  between  the  two  countries. 

Mr.  W.  Sharpless,  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  >  Mr.  S.  Millo, 
chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee;  Mrs.  Platford,  J.P.,  Rev.  S.  Powley, 
hon.  chaplain;  the  Rev.  Sir  James  Roll,  Bart.;  'Mr.  F.  McG.  Loughnane, 
senior  medical  officer,  and  Mr.  A.  Foster,  Chairman  of  Building  Committee, 
added  their  thanks  and  appreciation.” 

THE  RESOLUTE  SPIRIT 

“  To  be  charged  with  the  task  of  running  a  voluntary  hospital  is  a  heavy 
responsibility  at  all  times,  and  in  these  days  of  special  difficulty  it  is  a 
particularly  perplexing,  one.  Those  who  undertake  it  need  all  the  encourage¬ 
ment  possible,  in  addition  to  actual  practical  support.  That  being  so,  it  is 
gratifying  to  find  a  trio  of  Queens  showing  sympathy  and  interest  in  an 
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institution  whose  record  of  service  is  heyond  praise.  This  distinction  comes 
to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  for  Women  and  Children,  Plaistow,  and  is  deeply 
appreciated  by  all  those  who  labour  so  unselfishly  in  its  cause.  The  latest 
gesture  of  Royal  approval  of  the  excellent  work  the  hospital  is  doing  comes 
from  Queen  Wilhelmina  of  the  Netherlands,  who,  in  her  own  time  of  deep 
national  distress,  now  lightenend,  fortunately,  by  definite  signs  of  approach¬ 
ing  end,  can  still  take  interest  in  the  institutions  of  the  country  whose 
honoured  guest  she  has  been.  As  a  mark  of  her  admiration  Queen  Wilhelmina 
has  presented  a  handsome  chair  for  use  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board,  and 
the  gift  was  handed  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Netherland  Embassy, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Hospital  Committee  a  few  days  ago.  St.  Mary  s,  like 
Queen  Mary’s  and  so  many  other  of  the  London  hospitals,  has  suffered  much 
since  Hun  kultur  introduced  the  cult  of  the  bomb,  but  in  common  with  the 
others  it  has  used  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  to  be  of  even  greater  service 
to  the  community  it  serves.  Its  deeds  of  heroism  have  not  gone  unrecorded, 
and  though  less  than  justice  has  been  done  to  them,  they  will  remain  for  ever 
as  the  bright  spot  in  a  world  of  frightfulness.  What  the  hospital  has 
accomplished,  during  these  dark  days  in  particular,  is  doubtless  as  well 
known  to  Queen  Wilhelmina  as  it  is  to  ‘our  much  revered  Patroness  Queen 
Mary’  —to  quote  the  words  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  John  Weir — and  to  Queen 
Elizabeth.  It  was  in  1940  that  the  hospital  was  honoured  by  what  was 
intended  to  be  an  informal  visit  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  but  news  of  Her 
Majesty’s  presence  spread  so  quickly  that  large  numbers  turned  out  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  her  as  she  walked  along  the  road  on  her  tour  of 
inspection.  Subsequently  the  Committee  were  greatly  enheartened  to  receive 
a  letter  from  the  Lady-in- Wating,  Lady  Katharine  Seymour,  stating  -.  ‘  Her 
Majesty  was  much  interested  in  all  that  she  saw,  and  greatly,  admired  the 
calm  and  resolute  spirit  with  which  the  work  of  the  hospital  is  being 
carried  on.’  It  is  such  tributes  as  these  that  lighten  the  task  and  make 
tolerable  the  unending  work  entailed  in  the  successful  conduct  of  the 
voluntary  hospital.”

In-Patient  and  Out-Patient  Departments. 

( continued ) 

In-Patients  are  chiefly  selected  from  among-  the  Out-Patients, 
according-  to  the  urgency  of  the  case  and  the  number  of  vacant 
beds.  They  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their 
maintenance,  or  provide  vouchers  for  same.  (H.S.A.,  H.S.F.,  or 
other  Associations). 

The  suitability  of  any  case  for  admission  is  left  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Medical  Officers  after  examination. 

Out-Patients  (new  cases)  must  attend  at  times  stated  on  front 
cover.  Old  cases  may  attend  up  to  30  minutes  later.  They  are 
required  to  pay  1/-  for  first  attendance,  6d.  for  the  three  follow¬ 
ing,  1/-  for  fifth  attendance;  medicines  are  charged  extra. 
(Vouchers  as  above  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  payment.) 

CASUALTY  PATIENTS. 

Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  seen  at  any  time. 

Patients  must  attend  as  directed  for  dressing  of  wounds  and 
treatment  of  other  injuries. 

Patients  must  be  provided  with  bottles,  etc.,  or  these  can  be 
obtained  at  the  Dispensary  at  cost  price.
